League meeting tense 

Talks resume today

KUWAIT, March 4 — Ihe 
Arab League Council’s 
emergency meeting on the 
Yemen situation here was 
abruptiy adjcnmied Sunday after 
a tense disaission of a modified 
plan for ending the fighting bet- 
ween North a^ Souto Yemen.

Arab states to deal with the ritu- 
ation. 

According to sources at the 
meeting here, almost aD of tiie 
delegates to the league gathering 
have agreed on ihat proposal, 
and several sources said Mon- 
day’s meeting would be a formal- 
ity. 

But there were some differ- 
ences expressed which might get 
in the way that goal. 

North Yemen asked that an 
Arab Gulf summit be convened

While tile -\rab states which rejected the Cimp David 
accords were apprehensive that they would lose one of their most 
important partners io confirontins Israel, they should be cheer 
cd by the Iranian goveronient declaration that it conadered 
iiself'a frontline st^tc. Thus Iranian fighters are williag to 
throw in iheir lot u-iRi the Arabs in ibcir resistance to Israeli 
-occupation and expansionism. 

This is a development that even our wildest dreams could 
not have amicipak'd as recently as a year ago. The Shah tilted 
noticeably in favor of Israel, supplied it with <mI. traded with 
it and hired its personnel for various purposes. 

Such a statement by a responsible Iranian leader may not 
change the balance of power in the region markedly over the 
next few months. But ji » a moral sictory for the Fhlestinjans 
and the Arabs in general lo learn that Tran with all its human 
and material might is thdr friend and may even carry arms 
on their side. 

To the Iranians, the fall of Jerusalem was as painful as 
it was to the Arabs and other Muslims, but t|iey could do I-iitle 
about it as long as the Shah denied them the Freedom to 
express thdr indignation and sympathize more openly with 
other Muslims, 

U is ironic that the arms the Shah was collecting to 
bludgeon his Arab neighbors a-nd force them to compete in 
wasteful arms race may someday be used to liberate tfieir 
lands. Another dramatic development enme when the new 
Tehran government expressed friendship for the smaller Gulf 
.skitcs which seldom concealed thuir aporehenslons of the Shah's 
inicntions of which disdainful tolerance was only the least 
dangerous. 

With such changes in Tran to gladden the hearts of the 
.Arabs, comes .1 new stake in the stability and tranquility of 
their neighbor, 

Iran is .still in the ihrocv of a revolution with certain 
dements running amok despite the presence of a government 
.icceptablc to rhe majority even if it has not been directly elected 
.IS vet. The extreme rightists arc being carried away by the 
outburst# of lone pent-up fc-;lir. rs .■■f inadequacy and’hdpless- 
ness. They expect too much reform jt breakneck speed which 
may be inadvisable at this stage. 

The other maior force for total change is the Tudeh com- 
muni.st party whidi is demanding n sh.arc of lyower with designs 
to seize cveni’ihinc for it.self at a later stage.

“Ic^ eR zight,*’ he 
says, sitfiBg down agpin, ''tiheiy 
Icive ... Now where 

were we?" He leaves the ra- 
dio on. 

The Iranian revoluiion, hlse 
mort revolutioDBy txwk: a heavy 
txil in iMBnan ii£^ Tbousazidg 
■wese loffled ra the long period 
of turmoil thai led up to the 

coup de grace in early FetH-- 
uary. 

It was not, however, siinpfy 
a slK^idess expiosioa of disr 
cootcnt. It had a messianic 
voice, that of the unbaryting 
Ayatoflbh Khomeini. It had 
nzuscie in the Musdun masses

And, 
equ^y inyxutant. it t»d mid- 
dkHdaas sinew in tbe crilKal 
layers of iodusby, govem- 
ment, burtness and enwwwgnn*,

eustained, squeoed the Shah% 
finandal capacity to survive. - 
ParolysBs tprrad rapidly 
other iostitutioDs but it was 
the ability of chose who 
posed tbe monazchy to zziaui- 
*ain the basic necessities of 
Ffe, wilule bunrating the go- 
vernroenfs mandate to govern, 
that ppoved so sigDaUv succesB- 
fm. 

“The Ministry of Health 
•pa^ed up because of the 
strtkes," B^lari says, “but the 
hrnyitals went on functioning. 
A few doecors went abroad. 


the Hadey Stretf kind ,you 
mighit say, but nxisc stayed.and 
WDsfced like heH, not because 
ihey were paid to do so — 
they weren't — but because 
Jbey wanted to." 

The ho^wtab bad a diti&euh 
time paxtiy due to the number 
of casualties aitd partly to the 
raids that Savak, the Shah^ 
secret police, and the army 
often izkde on them. “When 
wounded were brxw^ in,** 
B^lari sb]^ “We list^ them 
as car aodr^oi casuedsies, bin 
t was often touch and go.” 

The hoe|MUiJs were not the 
only insdUitions that kept go- 
ing of their omm volition. The 
telqihone system, vital to the 
revohuionaries, never broke 
doW On tbe day of the final 
coOapse 1 saw a nu'lditiainan, 
with a gjUB over shoailder, 
in a caH-nbox phoniog for 
in£(M'Ciments. When tbe aH 
eiiike resulted in power cuts, 
heatkxB and petrol shortages 
(ihe strikeis iocreased produc- 
taoD jurt enough to lake care 
of domestic needs. 

How coQiditsited aU this 
was is difficult to know. Bar 
it .worked because the disen- 
ctEunimeoit with tbe Shah and 
his sy^em had penneated so- 
ciety. 

Ilie znerchams of the Teh- 
ran bazaar dosed their shut- 
tem and bank-rolled die revo- 
hition. Central bank employee 
pnUisbed lists naoung Iia- 
nians who had sent huge sums 
of money abroad (.several jn- 
■Ai ri/tiiala bad tzansferred iziA- 
lions of doflozs). Radio and 
lelevisioQ announcers reused 
to read tbe newu so army offi- 
cers^ in civilian clothes, had to 
do tbe job iasteod. 

“Tbe atmosphere in the fao^* 
pisals is so dtffereot,** Beglari 
continues, “in the old days it 
was Listless, selfish and dep- 
ressing. Now ^u have the 
wounded hobbhng around 
hdpdng those w<Mse oM. My 
part-time private practice hrt 
disint^zated but zny day is 
ftdl and 1 feel, fur the fust 


time in ihy life, that 1 akn do- 
ing something realfy worthr 
while.'' 

Aftrt one. of the worst azoiy 
attacks 00 a jsovuicial bospi- 
tal, (he govenuneot ozdered tbe 
Lfoops to stay . ciear with the 
Tesuk that the hospitaSs be- 
came cenc^ for oxgauziog 
demonstrations, preparing pa- 
mphlets and posters and so on. 
They ailso nuctioned as “ne- 
indortrination ciinics” £oc 
wounded soUias. “They were 
dfifexem men wheu they came 
out," Beglari oonmenb- 

fiefiore tbe zovolutioneuies 
took over the Tehran radio 
rtatioo, appeals for drugs, 
food, bandages, bloods what- 
ever was needed — were made 
by afl sorts oi means: lete- 
phooe, waA posibeis, stickeiB on 
cars, deqpaKdi ridais even zun- 
ners. “If we required aay<h- 
tngk" says the doctor, “the 
word would go out and in no 
time the rcEponse would be 
overwhefanicig.” 

The Lcowan revolution, 
again like most revekutions, re- 
'oeived its toitiai impetus from 
tike middle classes. Msuy Ira- 
nianG who were abroad re- 
tunoed with thedr rioJIs and 
money to hdp- (Ahrcraift were 
Cidl in both diFectioas during 
(he lao. few weeks before the 
^Uaipy of the old resale.) 
But irtt'e aU. that -history ziow? 

“Certainly nc^” says the 
doctor, oock^ his ear io the 
radio ag^n. “The zuvclutitKi 
is not over,” be says, echoing 
tbe opinion of maziy Iraiuaos. 
“We oiDst coosoSdaie wbax we 
have won and for that we are 
going TO need every Krap tii 
defficaiiOQ and disriptine we 
'have gt^” 

He, like many of his ooua- 
(rymen believes tbat Iran is 
going to zieed a period of 
dzoQg governmeaK daring 
which some ^Miries may have 
to be at least terapMazily cur- 
nailed. “Khomeini's power,” be 
says phdosophicaBy, “Is not 
(he sort of power tlat can be 
easily dekgaced.” (OFNS)

regiozL They fotget that they 
still have to deal with an 
enemy who occupies their 
lands. tfareatOB thdr stabiliw 
and controls thdr wealth and 
icsooices. 

The advucates, the paper 
added, are fufl of contradic- 
tkns. Th^ want a sq»azate 
peace with Iszad -but siSl boost 
ffiey are working for liberatioo 
of Che occupied lands. They 
forget the holy AI-Aqsa and 
Jerusalem but offer to serve as 
polioemen for a superpower.

They had 
just arrived from Dbidinn 
wdiere they had given six con- 
certs in three days. 

**The audiences were wonder- 
fid”, they said of ' Dhahran. 
“People here come to concerts 
because they are realty glad to 
have the chance to listen to 
music. In Europe, audiences 
are sometimes blase, but here, 
never. The artist is always 
keenly aware of the mood of 
his h'steners. so to play for 
audiences like these is a real 
plea.sure." 

The concms in the Eastern 
Province were organized by 
Aramco. The duo gave midday 


concerts for Aramco schools 
and evening concerts at the 
bases in Ras Tanura, Abqaiq 
and Miahran. The Austr alian 
Embassy had asked the Jeddah 
Concert Committee if C arolin**- 
Haffner would cometoDbah- 
ran to accompany Woodcock. 
They only had time to rehearse 
together once before their first

Shelling 85 km south 


Tanzanian invasion force 


slowly closing on Kampala 


NAIROBI, Marefa 4 (AP) — 
A town only 85 kilometers south 
of the Ugandan cajrital of Kam- 
pala has come under heavy sbel- 
ling by Tanzanian invaders, 
sources in Kampala reported 
Sunday. 

The informants, reached by 
telephone, said Lukaya, on the 
main road from Tanzania to 
Kampala along the western 
shore of Lake Victoria, has been 
heavily bombarded Tanza- 
nian aitflleiy for the past several 
days. 

The shelling appeared to be a 
prelude to another advance by 
the Tanzanians, who pierced 
into southern Uganda on a puni- 


tive expedition after repelliDg an 
invasion of Tanzania’s north em 
Kagera salient by Ugandan Pres- 
ident Idi Amin’s troops last 
October. 

Telephone links with two 
major Uganda towns south of 
Lukaya, Mbarara and Masaka, 
were down. Both are befieved to 
be in the hands of the Tanza- 
nians, anti-Amin Ugandan 
exiles and mutinous troops. 

Diplomatic sources in Kam- 
pala said the capital itself 
remained quiet, wiA essential 
services and markets hmctionmg 
normally. They said there was no 
large influx of refugees from the 
fighting in the sou£h. 


Burmese visit may 


end Thai troubles 


Bangkok, March 4 (.AP) — • 
Burmese President Gene^ U 
Ne Win arrived here Sunday to 
begia a three-d^ visit which 
Thai authorities hope may lead 
to the settlement of the proUem 
of Burmese rebels along the 
Thai-Burmese border. 

The Burmese leader was 
greeted at Bangkok's Don 
Muang Airport by King 
Bhumipol Adulyadej, Crown 
Prince Vajiralon^om. cabinet 
mioistexs and members of the 
diplomatic corps. 

Ne Win received a 21-gun 
salute and reviewed the guards 
of honor before procee^og to 
the Bangkok Metropolitan 
Administration Paviltion where 
he was presented the keys of the 
city. 

The president is scheduled to 
talk wi± Prime Mmister Kriang- 
sak Chamanan Monday on vari- 
ous topics, includng die prob- 
lems of Burmese rebels, a joint 
fishing venture and an<intensifi- 
cation of the drug suppresrion 
campaign along the Thai- 
Burmese border. 

Ne Win is expected to seek 
reassurance from Kriangsak that 
Thailand will not provide sanc- 
tuaries to the Burmese rebels, 
induding Burmese ethnic groups 
who have set stroiij^lds 
akmg the border area to fi^t

Ne Win's visit to Thailan d fol- 
lows Ids talks with Kriangsak in 
Rangoon last May during wfaidi 
Kriangsak assnred the Burmese 
o£6d^ Thailand bad no inton- 
tion of supporting the activities 
of the Burmese minori^ rebels. 

Thousands of Burmese rebeb, 
including the Karens and Mon 
ethnic groups, have sought sanc- 
tuaries in nigged border areas 
foDowing the Burmese drive 
against them which be gam more 
ibaa 10 yean ago. 


RaS and land traffic from 
Kenya was running again afte r 
Ugandan troops overwhelmed a 
small band of anti- Amin gneixil- 
las who had tried on Friday to 
c^ture the key border town of 
Tororo. 

Radio Uganda, monitored in 
NaitoW, claimed Sunday that 
American black leaders had 
** condemned ” Tanzanian Pres- 
ident JuUus Nyerere and the 
“ zionist-imperialist ** mass 
media — the first for rejecting 
mediatioa efforts and Rie other 
for '' one-sided '* reports on the 
conffict. 

The radio s aid the black 
Americans' message was relayed 
by the Uganda mi«inn to die 
United Nations. None of die 
black leaders were named. 

Observers here believe h is 
unlikely Ac Tanzanians intend 
to posh afl the way to Kampala 

Tlieir goal appears to be to main- 
tain enougii pressure on Amin to 
arouse rebellion among his 
opponents within Uganda. 

The ill-fated attack on Tororo, 
however, mdicated ^t Amin 
sdn commands at least some loy- 
alty in the army. 

Officially, the Tanzanians 
deny diey are seeking Amin’s 
overthrow, saying this is for 
Ugandans to dedde. But Nyer- 
ere and his Foreign hfinister Ben 
Mkapa have made no effort to 
oonc^ their abhorrence of the 
Ugandan strongman. 

In an intennew with the 
** Sunday Nation ” of Nairobi, 
Mkapa said Che Tanzaniaas are 
fi ghfing mnde Ugandan tenzc- 
ory ** to secure our lenitorial 
integrity. '*
